G uthrie, Ok., March 12. - T h e provis­ 
ion separately subm itting the pro i i 
tion question in its application to the 
entire new state passed finally rn the 
convention yesterday by a vote of t>9- 
for to 13 against. 
W hen the conven­ 
tion m et last November there were 
fifty-tw o for constitutional prohibition, 
forty-tw o for local option and eighteen 
for separate submission. 
To practi­ 
cally reverse the situation, it developed 
early in the session th at unless the 
question was sent to the people for an 
expression there would be no action 
taken. 
This ends one of the most 
earnestly contested m ovem ents before 
the convention and one which a t tr a c t e d 
more general attention from both T er­ 


ritories. 
The convention completed the execu­ 
tive departm ent by making it impossi­ 
ble for the Governor, Secretary of 
State, Auditor and T reasurer to imme 
diately succeed them selves afte r the 
second election. 
A ttorney General and 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
were elim inated from the inhibition. 
All officials will be eligible to succeed 
each other and all term s begin with the 
day the state is adm itted to the I mon.

motion, w ith the understanding, how 
ever, th at the subject is to be dealt 


w ith in the schools. 
No promises are made as to the pro­ 
posed Indian T erritory normals and 
unless they are it is predicted the 
whole m atter of location will be passed 
to the legislature, save as to the exist­ 
ing institutions. 
The policy was prac­ 
tically established th at no money is to 
he spent for capitol conveniences other 
than rent, etc., a t the present location.

Crude Methods of Mining Discarded 
for Most Up-to-Date Ideas. 


Near the center of the beautiful 
mountain 
island 
of 
Shikoku, 
and 
standing rather more than 4,000 feet 
above the waters of the inland sea 
of Japan, there is a peak of sulphide 
copper ore which has become a cen­ 
ter 
of 
industry 
popularly 
known 
throughout 
the 
island 
empire 
as 
Sumitomo Bess!. 
Here, for centuries 
before the industrial development of 
the new world was begun by white 
men, the Japanese were mining in a 
crude way and carrying the ore on 
their backs in small wicker baskets

London.—The county of Pembroke 
in Wales is perhaps able to find as 
much food for the antiquary as any 
two others in Great Britain. 
It is a 
land of ruined palaces and 
castles, 
ancient churches and still more an­ 
cient history. 
Its iowa* QI any size 
a m few an<* far between and tor this. 
reason its nooks and corners are but 
little visited by the quickly passing 
tourist, while the townspeople them- i 
selves seem neither to know much 
nor care about the hundred and one ; 
interests in the hamlets and villages : 
about them. 
A marked case in point is the little 
village of Langwm. 
Little Langwm is now parctically 
the only self-contained community iii 
the county able to point to a direct 
descent from their lusty 
ancestors 
across the North sea. 
So conservative and exclusive are 
this little village's traditions that it 
was not till quite recently that its 
daughters were allowed to go forth 
into what must have been to them 
a very foreign domestic service or 
marry beyond its bounds, while their

electric railways have accom plished a 
remarkable growth in the last decade,

country. The new mo­ 
tive power has becom e a com petitor 
of steam , but not to the extent of driv­ 
ing the latter from the field, as is oc­ 
casionally said. 
So far as the eco­ 
nomic aspects of the com petition ar<4 
concerned, the tim e seem s not yet to 
have com e when the electric motor 
can successfully supplant the steam 
locom otive in all those forms of serv­ 
ice which have been developed and 
standardized by the latter. 
From the 
beginning certain fields of usefulness 
have been particularly favorable to 
the electric 
m otive 
power. 
These 
fields of 
adaptability, 
however, are 
continually broadening, so that per­ 
haps in a few years the electric mo­ 
tor may be a successful rival to the 


largely removed as far as the tech­ 
nical lim itations are concerned; but, 
notwithstanding the m ost recent de­ 
velopm ents. the electric roads still 
are favored as it means of transporta­ 
tion f;ir more for short distance than 
for long distance travel. And even for 
short 
distance 
travel, 
tho 
electric 
service will appeal chiefly to certain 
classes of patronage only. 
Many pas­ 
sengers are always found who prefer 
to travel by the steam trains. 
With 
regard to the merchandise traffic, the 
sphere of the electric road has been 
still more limited, and the amount of 
freight carried by them, except in a 
few isolated instances, has been insig 
nificant. 
Likew ise with regard to lo­ 
calities, the com petition of interurban 
roads has been specialized rather than 
general, for the roads are at present 
confined principally to a com parative­ 
ly small section of this country.

President R oosevelt w as particular­ 
ly attracted to Sewanee because of 
its attitude in the negro problem. 
He 
believes that the university will play 
a conspicuous part in years to com e 
In solving the question. 
The presi­ 
dent 
is intim ately acquainted 
with 
the vice chancellor of the university. 
Prof. B. L. W iggins, and has professed 
the greatest confidence in Sewanee's 
work. 
Sewanee teaches its students that 
the perplexing race problem is to be 
solved only by appealing to the moral 
side of the negro. 
Intellectual devel 
opulent of the colored man. Sewanee 
believes, cannot alone accomplish the 
work. The working out of this prob­ 
lem is only a part of Sew anee’s am ­ 
bition. 
The university, broad in prin­ 
ciple upon every question, aim s to 
turn out men who are able to grasp 
the hardest questions of life, guided 
by the spirit of altruism. 
That was the spirit that inspired 
the founders of the University of the 
South when, in 1837, the corner stone 
for the institution was laid on Look­ 
out mountain. 
Sew anee has turned 
out thousands of graduates, and to 
clay there are lawyers, doctors and 
business men of 
great 
prominence 
throughout the country who will say 
that it w as the influence of Sew anee 
that. was in a great m easure res pons i 
hie for their success. 
J. Pierpont Morgan becam e inter 
ested in Sew anee five years ago, when 
he attended a convention of the Epi 
copal church, in M inneapolis, 
Tho 
university, although run under the 
auspices of the Episcopal church, is 
nonsectarian In character. 
Bishop 
Dudley, of Kentucky, told the con 
vent ion of Sew anee’s work, and Mor 
gan became deeply Impressed. 
W hen the convention was over Mr 
Morgan told Bishop Dudley that he 
would like to help such a university 
as he had described. 
A few Weeki 
later the m illionaire sent the univer 
sity $50,000 in railroad bonds an I fol 
lowed it up with a cash donation of 
$15,000. 
Lately he ha>> promised an 
other donation. 
There are over 500 New Yorkers 
who were graduated from Sew anee 
I They have organized an alumni so 
ciety with Dr. John H. P. Hodgson 
of W ashington Square, as president. 
Dr. Hodgson’s father. Rev. Dr. T el­ 
fair Hodgson, was so fond, of the uni 
versify that for 15 years he gave his 
services gratis as its vice chancellor. 
At his death, som e years ago. Mrs. 
Hodgson, his widow, erected a m e 
| mortal chapel costing $23,000 on the 
university grounds. 
Rev. Mr. Hodg- 
i son. during his service as vice chan 
ceiler, presented the university with 
a m edical infirmary. 
Sew anee has a romantic 
history. 
| Bishop Folk, of Louisiana, was its 
founder. 
A son of the bishop, Dr. 
W illiam M. Folk, is a prominent prac­ 
titioner in 
this city. 
Bishop Polk 
enlisted interest among 
southerners 
and got a donation of 10,000 acres of 
forest land on a high plateau on Look­ 
out mountain. 
Besides this, he was 
promised 
endowm ents 
aggregating 
$3,000,000. 
The day the corner stone was laid 
—a bleak afternoon in October—5,000 
men and women made their way to 
the mountain top. 
In the town of 
Sewanee, at the foot of the mountain, 
there were not nearly enough houses 
to shelter them for the night. 
Tents 
were pitched in the forest, and there 
the visitors rested. 
There was an im­ 
m ense barbecue, and the occasion was 
one long to be remembered. 
Several wooden structures were put 
up for the workmen, and the work of 
building the U niversity of the South 
w as soon begun. 
Then cam e the civil 
war. The Seventh Illinois troops one 


day, in traveling from 
Nashville to 
Chattanooga, came upon 
the 
crude 
university huts. 
The work of putting 
up the stone buildings had not been 
started. 
The soldiers saw the marble corner­ 
stone and at once became inquisitive. 
The stone wras blown open with gun­ 
powder, and the papers that Bishop 
Polk had placed there were abstarcb* 
ed. 
The wooden huts were set afire, 
JU 
and nothing remained to mark the 
site of the Sewanee university but 
ashes. 
During the war Bishop Polk, at the 
head of a louisiana regiment, 
was 
killed. 
When the war was over the 
trustees again took up the work 
of 
building the university. 
They found 
that the fortunes of those who had 
promised the $3,000,000 
of 
endow­ 
ments had been dissipated. 
There 
were no funds with which to continue 
the work. 
Discouraged, the trustees concluded 
to abandon the idea. 
Under the grant 
by which they came into possession 
of the forest land, they would lose 
title if no buildings were put up by 
the fall of 1808. 
Bishop Quintard, 
whose brothers now own the Quin­ 
tan! iron works, of 
this 
city, 
real­ 
ized that Sewanee was doomed un­ 
less something was hurriedly done. 
Three days before possession would 
have passed from the tr u sses, the 
bishop and tw’o others went up to 
the mountain and planted a 
rustic 
cross, after the fashion of the war­ 
riors under William the 
Conqueror. 
The n°xt day they hastily nailed to­ 
gether two rough huts, and the day 
after that the University of the South 
was an established fact. 
The bishop and his two confreres 
sent for their sons, and for a year tho 
boys were the only students of Se­ 
wanee. 
In the meantime tin* trustees 
had got more funds and stone build­ 
ings were beginning to assum e shape. 
Inside of two years there were half 
a dozen fine structures in that wilder­ 
ness, with several professors and 30 
students. 
Now Sewanee has an average of 330 
students every \ear. 
its domain has 
been beautiful until to day the grounds 
are among the finest to be found in 
the world. 
There 
are 
magnificent 
residences for the professors, while 
many of the friends or alumni of the 
university 
have 
house; 
on 
the 
grounds and live there the year round. 
One of the things on which Sewanee 
prides itself is this community. 
The 
university population, outside of the 
students, is over 1.000. 
Sewanee's professors, unlike those 
of some universities, are never kept 
under restraint of speech. 
Fr< edam 
of the chair is one of the thine' for 
which the university is famed. 
An 
instance of this is furnished in th** 
case of Prof. Trent, now professor of 
English literature at Columbia 
uni­ 
versity. 
Tile professor was, tinti! a 
few years ago, one of the faculty of 
Sewanee. 
VI though a southerner. Prof. Trent 
has rome views on the war that are 
not In accord with those of all other 
southerners. 
Some years ago the pro­ 
fessor wrote his Impressions in a book 
which he called “Southern Statesmen 
of the Old Regime." 
The book created a furor in the 
south, as Prof. Trent had expected. 
Stanch friends of the university in 
the south wrote scorching letters to 
the trustees, demanding that 
Prof. 
Trent be instantly dismissed. 
They 
considered his utterance intolerable. 
The reply of tho trustees was sub­ 
tan tinily this: 
“We allow free speech at St wanee. 
That is one of the cardinal principles 
Of our institution. 
Prof. Trout has 
not violated the 
university’s 
law; 
therefore we can tot see any reason 
why lit* should be called to account. 
He will remain with St*wanee as long 
as he is true to its principles.” 
Prof. Trent remained until he mar­ 
ried and then moved to New York 
city.

ELECTRIC AND STEAM LINES. 


Motor Has by No Means Supplanted 


the Locomotive. 


The competition of electric Inter- 


urban railwa}s with present systems 
of steam railways, in the passenger 
traffic, has of late become a matter of 
Borne popular Interest and of more or 
less common 
speculation. 
Much is 


currently written and spoken upon 
the subject; but of these discussions 
a certain amount seems to be based 
upon sensational statements or upon 
mistaken Ideas as to the comparative 
standing of the two railway Industries 
at the present time. The Intcrurban 


!ne ami the hot coals out ot thf 
tack. I was gettln' a little nervous, 
a that light engine hung onto our 
rail lllw a bicycle cop after a speedln' 
uto. 
"Comin' aroun' through Rocky Hoi-

remarkable growth in the last decade, 
and they are firmly established to- 
day as a part of the transportation 
system of this country. The new mo- 
tive power has become a competitor 
of steam, but not to the extent of driv- 
ing the latter from the field, as is oc- 
casionally said. 
So far as the eco- 


nomic aspects of the competition ard 
concerned, the time seems not yet to 
have come when the electric motor 
can successfully supplant the steam 
locomotive In al! those forms of serv- 
ice which have been developed and 
standardized by the latter. From the 
beginning certain fields of usefulness 
have been particularly favorable to 
the 
electric 
motive 
power. 
These 


fields of adaptability, 
however, are 


continually broadening, so that per- 
haps In a few years the electric mo- 
tor may be a successful rival to the 


largely removed as far as the tech- 
nical limitations are concerned; but, 
notwithstanding the most recent de- 
velopments, the electric roads still 
are favored as u» means of transporta- 
tion far more for short distance than 
for lone distance travel. And even for 
short distance travel, the electric 
service will appeal chiefly to certain 
classes of patronage only. Many pas- 
sengers are always found who prefer 
to travel by the steam trains. With 
regard to the merchandise traffic, the 
sphere of the electric road has been 
still more limited, and the amount of 
freight carried by them, except In a 
few isolated Instances, has been Insig- 
nificant. 
Likewise with regard to lo- 


calities, the competition of interurban 
roads has been specialized rather than 
general, for the roads are at present 
confined principally to a comparative- 
ly small section of this country. 


Fifty years ago next July the Uni-

The presi- 


dent is Intimately acquainted with 
the vice chancellor of the university. 
Prof, n. L. Wiggins, and has professed 
the greatest confidence in Sewanee's 
work 
Sewanee teaches its students thai 


the perplexing race problem is to b< 
solved only by appealing to the moral 
side of the negro. Intellectual devel- 
opment of the colored man, Sewanee 
believes, cannot alone accomplish the 
work. The working out of this prob 
leni is only a part of Sewanee's am 
bttion. The university, broad in prin 
ciple upon every question, aims to 
turn out men who are able to grasp 
the hardest questions of life, guided 
by the spirit of altruism. 


That was the spirit that Inspired 


the founders of the University of the 
South when, in 1S37, the corner stone 
for the institution was laid on Look 
out mountain. 
Sewnnee has turnei 


out thousands of graduates, and to 
day there arc lawyers, doctors ant 
business men of great 
prominence 


throughout the country who will saj 
that it was the influence of Sewane( 
that .was in a great measure rosponbi 
ble for their success. 


J. Plerpont Morgan became Inter 


ested in Sewanee live years ago. when 
he attended a convention of the Epls 
copal church, in Minneapolis, 
university, although run under 
auspices of the Episcopal church, 
non-sectarian in character.

\ention of Sewanee's work, and Mor 
gan became deeply Impressed. 


When the convention was over Mi

Guthrie, Ok., March 12.-The provis- 


ion separately submitting the prohibi- 
tion question in its application to the 
entire new state passed finally in the 
convention yesterday by a vote of 69- 
for to IS against. When the conven- 
tion met last November there were 
fifty-two for constitutional prohibition, 
forty-two for local option and eighteen 
for separate submission. To practi- 
cally reverse the situation, it developed 
early in the session that unless the 
question was sent to the people for gn 
expression there would be no action 
taken. This ends one of the most 
earnestly contested movements before 
t.he convention and one which attracted 
more general attention from both Ter- 
ritories. 


The convention completed the execu- 


tive department by making it impossi- 
ble for the Governor, Secretary of 
State, Auditor and Treasurer to imme 
diately succeed themselves after the 
second election. Attorney General and 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
were eliminated from the inhibition. 
All officials will be eligible to succeed 
each other and all terms begin with the 
day the state is admitted to the Union, 
and the lirst expire in January, 1911. 
The^mmimum age limit is 30 years and 
residence in the Territories three years. 


Any person may waive a jury trial 


and have the case presented to the 
judge. Hie verdict shall have the same 
effect as if it had been rendered by a 
jury.

the Locomotive. 


The competition of electric inter- 


urban railWLi>s with present systems

Casaatt Kept Hie Horace.

sylvania railroad, always liked a good 
horse. When he was a vice president 
and director of the line he owned a 
small string of racers, which he enter- 
ed as representatives of the "Willow- 
brook" stable. At that time Mr, Rob- 
erts was president, and as there was 
a strong quaker influence in the board 
Mr, Cassatt was gently reminded that 
he should resign from Willowbrook 
or from the road. He did both at once 
and ere long it became evident that 
he was taking up with the Reading 
railroad.

tions with them. Mr. Cassatt placidly 
assented, but thereafter 
his 
horses 


were entered under his own name. 


Rolling Stock. 


In round numbers $380,000,000 was 


spent last year In rolling stock for the 
American railroads. More than $250,- 
006,000 was spent in freight cars. A 
freight car costs about $1,000, and a 
passenger car about $8.000. The price 
of a good engine Is about $15,000. 


older power in almost all important 
particulars, but until that time comes 
the competition of electric roads with 
steam railways will be confined prin- 
cipally to competition in special fea- 
tures of transportation and to certain 
localities, where particular conditions 
bring the two systems into conflict, 


This restriction of the competition 


to special features and localities has 
been and is the keynote of the situa- 
tion with regard to any contest for 
business between the electric and the 
steam roads. 
The electric railway 


equipment of the earlier days involved 
certain 
technical 
limitations 
which 


made the system unsuited for any but 
comparatively 
short distance trans- 


portation. 
These features 
are now 


Section Well Supplied with Both Lines. 


electric railways have accomplished a 
remarkable growth in the last decade, 
and they are firmly established to- 
day as a part of the transportation 
system of this country. The new mo- 
tive power has become a competitor 
of steam, but not to the extent of driv- 
ing the latter from tho field, as is oc- 
casionally said. 
So far as tho eco- 


nomic aspects of the competition ard 
concerned, the time scents not yet to 
have come when the electric motor 
can successfully supplant the steam 
locomotive In all those forms of serv- 
ice which have been developed and 
standardized by the latter. From the 
beginning certain fields of usefulness 
have been particularly favorable to 
the 
electric 
motive 
power. 
These 


fields of adaptability, 
however, are 


continually broadening, so that per- 
haps in a few years the electric mo- 
tor may be a successful rival to the 


largely removed as far as the tech- 
nical limitations are concerned; but, 
notwithstanding the most recent de- 
velopments, tho electric roads still 
are favored as ;* means of transporta- 
tion far more for short distance than 
for long distance travel. And even for 
short distance travel, the 
electric 


service will appeal chiefly to certain 
classes of patronage only. Many pas- 
sengers are always found who prefer 
to tra\el by the steam trains. 
With 


regard to the merchandise traffic, the 
sphere of the electric road has been 
Btill more limited, and the amount of 
freight carried by them, except in a 
few Isolated instances, has been Insig- 
nificant. 
Likewise with regard to lo- 


calities, the competition of Interurban 
roads has been specialized rather than 
general, for the roads are at present 
confined principally to a comparative- 
ly small section of this country. 


Fitly years ago next July tho Uni- 


versity of the South, or Sewanee uni- 
versity aa it Is berft known, was or- 
Sanded, and In recognition of thai be- 
ginning a celebration is to be held 
this year on the beautiful grounds of 
Ihe institution on tho high plateau of 
Lookout mountain to which will come 
the Sewanee clans from all parts of 
Ihe union. 


In the clan of Sfwunee are such 


men ns President Roosevelt and J. 
Pierpont Morgan, both of whom have 
promised to climb the mountain and 
join In the festivities. 
Neither the 


president nor the 
mllllonalre-flnan 


cler are graduates of Sewanee, but 
because of the help they have given 
the university they are counted as 
members of the clan. 


President Roosevelt was particular- 


ly attracted to Sewanee because of 
its attitude in the negro problem. He 
believes that the university will play 
a conspicuous part in years to come 
In solving the question. 
The presi- 


dent is intimately acquainted with 
tbe vice chancellor of the university, 
Prof, n, L. Wiggins, and has professed 
the greatest confidence In Sewauee's 
work 


Sewanee fr-aclies its students that 


the perplexing race problem is to be 
solved only by appealing to the moral 
side of the negro. 
Intellectual devel 


opment of the colored man, Sewanee 
believes, cannot alone accomplish the 
work. The working out of this prob- 
lem is only a part of Sewanoe's am- 
bJtion. 
The university, broad in prin- 


ciple upon every question, aims to 
turn out men who are able to grasp 
the hardest questions of life, guided 
by the spirit of altruism. 


That was the spirit that inspired 


tbe founders of the 1'nlversHy of the 
South when, in 1837, the corner stone 
for the institution was laid on Look- 
out mountain. 
Sewanee has turned 


out thousands of graduates, and to- 
day (here arc lawjers, doctors and 
business men of great 
prominence 


throughout the country who will say 
that it was the influence of Sewanee 
thajtjivas in a great measure responsi- 
ble for their success. 


J. Plernont Morgan became inter- 


ested in Sewanee live years ago. when 
he attended a consention of the Epis- 
copal church, in Minneapolis. 
The 


university, although rim under the 
auspices of the Episcopal church, is 
non-sectarian In character. 
Bishop 


Dudley, of Kentucky, told the con- 
\ention of Sewanee's work, and Mor- 
gan became deeply impressed. 


When the convention was over Mr. 


Moigan told Bishop Dudley that he 
would like to help such a univt-rsltj 
as he had described. 
A few weeks 


later the millionaire sent the univer- 
sity $50,000 in railroad bonds and fol- 
lowed It up with a cash donation of 
$15.000. 
Lately he has promised an- 


other donation. 


There are over 500 New Yoikors 


who were graduated from Sewaneo. 
They have organized an tilnmni so- 
ciety with Dr. John H. P. Hodgson, 
of Washington Square, as president. 
Dr. Hodgson's father, llev. Dr. Tel- 
fair Hodgson, was so fond, of tho uni- 
versity that for 15 years he gave his 
services gratis as Us vice chancellor 
At his death, some years ago, Mrs. 
Hodgson, his widow, erected a me- 
morial chapel costing $23,000 on the 
university grounds. 
Rev. Mr. Hodg- 


son, during his service as vice chan- 
cellor, presented the university with 
a medical Infirmary.

The day the corner sfone was lair! 


—a bleak afternoon in October—5,000 
men and women made their way to 
the mountain top. 
In the town of 


Sewanee, at the foot of the mountain, 
there were not nearly enough houses 
to shelter them for the night. Tents 
were pitched in the forest, and there 
tho visitors rested. There was an im- 
mense barbecue, and the occasion was 
one long to be remembered. 


Several wooden structures were put 


up for the workmen, and the work of 
building the University of the South 
was soon begun. Then came the civil 
war. 
The Seventh Illinois troops ou« 


day, In traveling from Nashville to 
Chattanooga, cam*? upon 
the 
crudo 


university huts. The work of putting 
up the slone buildings had not been 
started. 


The soldiers saw the marble corner- 


stone and at once became inquisitive. 
The stone was blown open with gun- 
powder, and the papers that Bishop 
Polk had placed there were abstarct- 
cd. 
The wooden huts were set aflre, 


and nothing remained to mark tl& 
site of the Sewanee 
university but 


ashes. 


During the war Bishop Polk, at tho 


head of a Louisiana regiment, 
was 


killed. 
When the war was over the 


trustees again took up the work of 
blulding the university. They found 
that the fortunes of those who bad 
promised the $3,000,000 
of 
endow- 


ments had been dissipated. 
There 


were no funds with which to continue 
the work. 


Discouraged, the trustees concluded 


to abandon the idea, t'nder the grant 
by which they came into possession 
of the forest land, they would lose 
title if no buildings were put up by 
the 
fall of 1808. 
Bishop Qulnlard, 


whose brothers now own the Quin- 
tard iron works, of 
This citj', 
real- 


ized that Sewanee was doomed un- 
less something was hurriedly done. 
Three days before possession would 
have passed from the trustees, the 
bishop and two others went up to 
the mountain and planted a rustic 
cross, after the fashion of the war- 
riors under William the 
Conqueror. 


The n"xl day they hastily nailPd to- 
gether two rough huts, and the day 
after that tbe University of the Sou til 
v as an established fact. 


The bishop and his two confreres 


sent for their sons, arid for a year the 
boys wore the only students ot Se- 
wanee. 
In tho meantime the trustees 


had got more funds and stone build- 
Ings were beginning to assume shape. 
Inside of two years there were half 
a dozen fine structures in that wilder- 
ness, with se\ei al professors and 50 
stmlontri. 


Now Sewanee has an averaee of 550 


students every >ear.

south, us Prof. Trent had expected. 
Stanch friends of ihe university in 
the south wrote fcorchlnK letters to 
Ihe trustees, demanding that 
Prof. 


Trent be instantly dismissed. 
They 


considered his utieranee intolerable. 
The reply of tho trustees was sub- 
tantially this: 


"We allow free speech at Sewnneo. 


That is one of the cardinal principles 
of our Institution. 
Prof. Trent has 


nut violated the 
university's 
law; 


therefore wo cairiot see any reason 
why he .should be called (o account. 
lie will remain wllh Sewanee as long 
as ho is true to its principles." 


Prof Trent remained until he mar- 


ried and then moved to New York 
city.
